A revision of disciplinary proce- 
dures has been proposed by the Stu- 
dent Life Committee. 

Formerly the disciplinary proce- 
dures for violations of the Student 
Handbook regulations gave the stu- 
dents two choices. They could either 
choose to be heard by Personnel Dean 


Jerome Hughes, or the College Con- 
duct Board, which was composed of 
two students, two faculty members, 
and one administrator. The Personnel 
Dean attends as an ex-officio and 
non-voting member. 

This revision would call for the 
abolition of the College Conduct Board 
and the Judiciary Board, and replace 
it with Hn Appeals Board, which 
would have the same formation as 
the Conduct Board. This would mean 
that all disciplinary cases would have 
to go to the Personnel Dean. The, re- 
vision does not affect in-dorm dis- 
ciplinary procedures. 

A student can appeal the decision 
made by the dean. In cases where the 
status of the student is affected (such 
as probation, suspension, expulsion, 
or dismissal), the full Appeals Board 
must meet. In lesser cases, the chair- 
person must consult two members of 
the Board as to whether a full hear- 
ing is sufficient. If one of these two 
says yes, then a full hearing must be 
called. Otherwise, the chairperson 
will handle the case. 

Students who appeal their cases 
must submit a written appeal within 
48 hours, and the appeal must be act- 
ed upon within 72 hours with a de- 
cision issued in seven days. The de- 
cision of the Appeals Board is final 
and can only be appealed to the col- 
lege president. The primary purpose 
of the revision is to centralize and 
simplify the system of appeals.

New Plan May Save ICC 

A dramatic shot-in-the-arm has been given the athletic health of the 
Indiana Collegiate Conference, thanks to a special Feb. 1 meeting held 
among the presidents, athletic directors and faculty representatives of 
Butler, DePauw, Evansville, Indiana Central, Saint Joseph’s and Valparaiso. 

Growing competitive imbalances and diversified athletic ambitions 
had seriously endangered the long-range outlook for the 27-year-old ICC. 
Then on the first of this month the presidents of the six schools voted 
unanimously to move toward curtailing student financial aid beyond need 
in ail conference sports except basketball. 

Whether the proposed action becomes reality depends on final 
approval of each of the six schools’ governing boards, primarily boards 
of trustees and faculty athletic committees. 

Mar. 10 has been set as a deadline for schools to report individual 
instutional acceptance or rejection of the presidents’ proposal of Feb. 1. 
The new guidelines proposed for the conference include: 

(1) The commitment to move the conference toward a need basis in 
awarding financial aid in all sports except basketball. 

(2) There be a phase-out period for students, now receiving or 
promised financial aid beyond need, to complete their college athletic 
eligibility while retaining their financial aid. 

(3) Students in the top 20 percent of their high school graduating 
classes will be eligible for Honor Scholarships that may exceed their 
stated financial need. 

(4) Students who receive financial aid beyond need in basketball will 
be permitted to participate in all other sports except football. 

(5) Oral commitments to student athletes, promising financial aid 
beyond need and made before noon Feb. 1, will be honored. 

The meeting was called by Father Charles Banet, president of the 
conference and president of Saint Joseph’s College. He said the purpose 
of the special meeting was “to see what we could do to preserve the 
conference.” 

DePauw last fall announced its intention of leaving the league at the 
end of this year because of its decision not to grant financial aid beyond 
need in any sports. This decision was^merrdated by DePauw’s affiliation 
with the NCAA’s Division III which prohibits financial aid to students 
beyond their actual need. 

Father Banet said Saint Joseph’s membership in the league also was 
“very tenuous,” largely because of its plan to place its football program 
on a need basis in Division III. 

Wabash College left the league last year because of similar per- 
spectives on financial aid and its Division III alignment. 

Major changes that would have to occur to reach the compromise 
would be Butler, Evansville and Indiana Central shifting their football 
programs from Division II status to Division III. Valparaiso, DePauw and 
Saint Joseph’s already are Division III or are headed, in that direction, 
in football. 

Butler, Evansville and Valparaiso would continue in Division I basket- 
bail and Indiana Central and Saint'Joseph’s would continue in Division II. 
Under the proposal DePauw’s compromise would come in playing against 
Division I and II basketball teams with a Division III aid program. 

One Indianapolis sportswriter has warned that this will likely 'create 
imbalanced basketball competition with Butler, Evansville and Valparaiso 
dominating DePauw, Indiana Central and Saint Joseph’s, but traditional 
rivalries, more economical travel and scheduling and equalized competi- 
tion in the other sports are overriding considerations. 


existence for five years and 
much progress in both the com- 
petitive aiyd organizational areas 
has been made. The team re- 
cord was 3-3-1 last fall against 
such opponents as Notre Dame, 
Valparaiso and Marian College. 
Each member of the team is 
required to attend five practices 
a week. The average turnout was 
20 a practice. With such facts, 
Fr. James Froelich, the Soccer 
Club moderator, has asked the 
Athletic Committee to consider 
the possibility of vhrsity status 
for soccer. That proposal is ex- 
pected to be discussed by the 
committee later this month. 

If soccer were to become a 
varsity sport, explains Fr. Froe- 
lich, very little would be needed 
in the way of materials and 
personnel. A part-time coach, or 
perhaps a faculty member acting 
as a coach, would be essential 
for the team. Officials for home 
games would be mandatory, but 
considering the short schedule, 
they would prove inexpensive. 
The relatively small cost of a 
varsity soccer program seems to 
be the club’s Strongest argument, 
and the growing number of high 
school soccer programs’ across 
the country indicate varsity soc- 
cer could be a plus in student 
recruitment here.

Pumas’ Baseball Season Starts Early

January in northern Indiana 
does wot exactly seem like time 
for baseball, but time for this 
warm weather sport has come 
to Saint Joseph’s College. 

Workouts began at 6:30 a.m. 
Jan. i2 for 31 candidates. Before 
all the fun, excitement, and 
glory of the season comes the 
long, hard hours of practice, 
which involves many aches and 
pains. 

Mar. 16 will mark the be- 
ginning of a 54-game schedule 
for the 1977 Pumas, directed by 
George Post and assistant coach 
Bob Hayes. Rose-Hulman is the 
road foe in a season-opening 
doubleheader; the first home 
game will be Mar. 21 against 
Northeastern Illinois. 

The Saint Joe mentor enters 
his seventh year at the helm 
with an overall record of 117- 
109, 

Last year the Pumas finished 
23-22, including a 6-6 mark in 
the Indiana Collegiate Confer- 
ence* which was good for a 
third-place finish. 

Impressive offensive statistics 
stood out last year: SJC placed 
five hitters between .313 and 
.393. As a team, the Pumas’ bat- 
ting .average was .291, second 
highest in school history. The 
baseballers averaged 5.5 runs per 
game and set a school record 
with 108 stolen bases in 1976. 

“Freshmen pitchers recorded 
12 of 23 victories and four of 
those freshmen are returning,” 
Post says. “With a 54-game 
schedule, we hope for a deeper 
pitching staff this season.” 

Post promises that aggressive- 
L ness on the basepaths will be a 
frequent weapon in the Puma 
offensive artillery. 

Jeff Taylor (sr.-Drx.), a 
star catcher, has recovered 
from a knee injury which limited 
him to only four games last 
year. His clutch hitting and 
classy handling of pitchers .will 
be a welcome and valuable item. 

Kevin Sims (so.) and Mike 
Haynes (so.-Ben.) are the, ^ only 
two eagers who will be playing 
baseball as soon as basketball 
season concludes. Sims is one of 
the team’s ace pitchers and an 
accomplished hitter and first 
baseman. 


Eleven lettermen return from 
last year’s squad, seven of them 
. regulars. They are: Taylor and 
shortstop Mark Hahn, who are 
four-year regulars and this 
year’s co-captains. Three-year 
regulars include centerfielder 
Nick Galo (jr.-Mer.), Warren 
Gephart (sr.-Noll), and third 
baseman Enrico Heirman (jr.- 
Ben.). Sims and outfielder Steve 
Stitz (jr.) are two-year regulars. 

The Pumas are welcoming 12 
new freshmen, and four of them 
rank as outstanding prospects. 
They are Randy Herring (fr.- 
Gal.), Tony Pechin (fr.-Gal.), 
George Ushela (fr.-Gal.), and 
Don Steinhilber (fr.-Gal.). Her- 
ring is a solid hitter who can be 
used as a utility man in the in- 


field as well as the outfield. 
Pechin is a first baseman-out- 
fielder. Both Ushela and Stein- 
hilber were co-captains of their 
high school team; George was an 
all-state pitcher and Don is, a 
catcher.
